Wherever Christianity has left its 
impress, whether it be the land of 
the midnight sun and the home of 
the Christmas tree, the land of con- 
tinual summer, or their antipodes, 
the Christmas festival marking the 
Nativity of the Christ Child is cele- 
brated in some manner. 

Various nations and their back- 
grounds have given rise to time- 
honored customs which may be 
traced back through the dusty tomes 
of the ages to the remote centuries 
of Christendom. However colorful 
they are and seemingly different on 
the surface, behind all of them is 
the spirit which prompted The 
Three Wise Men to bear gifts to 
the Infant King. 

Because early Christians regarded 
the celebration of birthday's as 
heathenish it was not until the 
middle of the fourth century that 
Pope Julius, as a result of an in- 
vestigation by Saint Cyril, fixed the 
date of the birth of the Savior as 
December 25. Before the end of 
the century all Christian nations ac- 
cepted this as the date. 

In no other land is Christmas 
more generally celebrated perhaps 
. than, in Scawlim-via->" ~"P-eatee -- oniV 
Earth, to Men Good-Will," is really 
the order of the season there, where 
the Courts are closed, old quar- 
rels are adjusted and feuds forgot- 
ten. 

Christmas stories, the custom of 
burning a Yule log and the practice 
of leaving a lighted candle in the 
window to light the way for the 
Kristine, who brings the gifts, may 
be traced to Scandinavia. Here 
even the birds of the air are thought 
of and a sheaf of wheat placed out 
of doors for them. 

On Christmas eve merrymakers 
£0 about visiting homes. Boys, 
dressed in white, journey from 
house to house singing carols and 
partaking of refreshments. They 
are usually followed by older per- 
sons in costumes of all kinds who 
perform all sorts of tricks and pan- 
039 000 029 1 tomimes. These performers, like- 
wise, never leave empty handed. 

In Sweden the preparation for 
Christmas begins on the feast day 
of Saint Lucia, December 13. It 
opens generally with a young girl 
dressed to represent the girl-saint 
who distributes cakes and candy. 

Christmas eve is a grand fete in 
Paris. The "reveillon," or Christ- 
mas eve supper at midnight, is per- 
haps of more importance than the 
Christmas Day dinner. The true 
Parisian divides his Christmas sup- 
per into many courses, taking each 
at a different place and perhaps ar- 
riving home in time to have his

WJien the first Christmas 
card; or gift arrives it brings with 
it the up-to-date interpretation 
of the bestowing of benefits and 
happiness. The practice was first- 
instituted in Serbia about the 
yea? 800 A. D. 

Here it was customary to hold 
on Ahe eve of Christmas what 
was known as "Strewing' Eve- 
ning," when the mistress of the 
house would gather bundles of 
straw and grain, strewing these 
about the home for the children 
to pick up, the remnants being 
used in decoration of the house- 
hold shrine. Another phase of 
shewing was observed in Mexi- 
co 1 , with the slight modification 
that the bundles were generally 
tied to the houses. 

Originated in Pagan Days. 

The festival originated in pa- 
gan days with the asking of the 
spirits a blessing on grain and 
harvests for the coming year.

parts of France of stewing grain 
in great bowls of water', dates 
from about the same time. 

Although the strewing - of grain 
as a symbol of the wishing 01 
happiness and prosperity was the 
common vogue for many centur- 
ies the Christmas card, as known 
today, originated as late as ]S(J0, 
tlie earliest recorded having been 
designed in 18-1(1 ]>v I. C. Ilors- 
iey, R. A. 

Santa Claus Very Old. 

Santa Claus, who to children is 
the main reason for Christmas, is 
a mythical gentleman of great 
antiquity, and in all probability 
had his origin in St. Nicholas, 
who was born in Germany in the 
fourth century. He it was that 
instituted the practice of filling 
stockings with gifts and goodies, 
and he is also said to have dow 
era] three portionless old maids 
with three bags of gold, thus res 
ruing them from distress and s<>r 
row. 

In Holland, where the festival 
is celebrated on December 19. it 
is customary for children to visit 
about the villages and personally 
convey their good wishes. At 
night their little sabots are left 
outside the bedroom door in ex 
pectation of the visit of St. Nich 
olas, but the excitement of 
search is added to the expecta 
tion of the gift, since these are 
usually hidden about the house.

Plans have been approved by 
the Montgomery county Republi- 
can organization for the introduc- 
tion of a bill in the next Legisla- 
ture creating a fourth judgeship 
for this county. That informa- 
tion became known in "olitical 
circles in Lower Merion this week. 

The bill will probably he intro- 
duced in the Senate when that 
body meets next month by Sen- 
ator James S. Bo3'd. of Norris- 
town. who is close to the county 
organization. It will call for the 
creation of a new judge of the 
Common Pleas. 

The bill will have the backing 
not only of countv political lead- 
ers but will also he given prac- 



tically unanimous endorsement by 
the members of the bar. There 
are three judges at present on the 
bench in this county, but their 
work has increased to such an ex- 
tent in the last year that they 
have found it impossible to keep 
up with it without assistance from 
a fourth judge. As a result of this 
various judges from other coun- 
ties have been called in to help 
them since court re-convened at 
Norristown following the summer 
vacation. 

The -resent members of Mont- 
gomery's judiciary are Judges Wil- 
'•'ams and Knight, of the Common 
Pleas Court, and Judge Solly, of 
'Iv Orphans' Court.

In France and Old Russia. 

Rural life in Russia in the days 
of the Czar found Christmas eve 
one of the important events. The 
voung and old assembled in the 
principal streets of the village and 
marched to the home of the Mayor 
and other dignitaries, where they 
snug carols and received coppers in 
return. 

Nearly 500 years later in old 
Mcrrie England we find the Christ- 
mas spirit gripping the high and the 
lowly when in December, 878, King 
Alfred allowed the Danes to sur- 
prise him during a revelry, cut his 
army to pieces and sent him out a 
fugitive.

house ant. the tenants and neighbors 
thronged the hall where the ale was 
broached while "blackjacks," Ches- 
hire cheese with sugar and nutmeg 
went plentifully around. After an 
early service at church the gentle- 
men returned to breakfast, which 
consisted of mustard, regarded as a 
great and noble thirst provoker, 
malmsey and brawn. This last was 
the flesh of a fattened semi-wild 
boar, the head of which was one 
of the great delicacies on all Christ- 
mas Day menus in the olden days.

Retired, Became III Following Visit in 
Cynwyd. 

Charles Sumner Crosman, 68. 

one of the founders of the Haver- 
ford School and first hcn/mas'er 
died Saturday pt his home in New 
Pochelle. following an attirk of 
pneumonia. 

Mr. Crosman was born in Mas- 
sachusetts June 3. 1858. He was 
graduated from Haverford Col- 
lege with the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts and later was awarded the 
same degree from Harvard. 

Following this he taucdit five 
years at George Washington Uni- 
versity, finallv receivine the degree 
of LL.TV 

In 18S4 he became headmaster 
of Haverford School, remaining 
there until 1013. For two years 
after that he was connected with 
the Raymond Whitcomb Com- 
pany. He the became manager of 
the Fiske Teachers' A<?encv in 
New York, where he remained 
until last- October, when he re- 
tired and moved to New Rochelle. 

He was prominent as a lecturer 
on Near East Relief and was con- 
nected with the United States 
Shipning Board and Food Admin- 
istration. 

His widcv". two dnu<diters. Mrs 
Phillis and Mrs. Elizabeth Rvan 
of Brooklyn, and a son, Charles 
Henry Crosman. of Daytnn, O.. 
survive. His s'ster. Miss Man'an- 
na Crosman. of 5431 Greene street. 
Germantown. and his brother Ed- 
ward N. Crosman. of Morton road 
Bryn Mawr, also survive.

"Three Kings" in Spain. 

In Spain the legend of "The 
Three Wise Men" is perpetuat- 
ed in the "Three Kings," who 
take the place of Santa Claus. 
Santa Claus has been said to 
have had its origin in Scandina- 
via, but it would appear that the 
custom was in the first place 
borrowed from Germany and 
modified to suit local conditions. 

Mistletoe in not the least in- 
teresting of the many symbols of 
Christmastide. Now regarded as 
an invitation to promiscuous 
kissing, it was regarded with the 
greatest veneration by the Dru- 
ids and was largely used at the 
festival held in honor of their di- 
vinity, Tutanes, which coincid- 
ed with the presentday Christ- 
mas. 

Miraculous Thorn Tree. 

Holly, without which no 
Christmas decoration is com- 
plete, was originally used by the 
Danes, who transmitted the cus- 
tom to England. Here there 
was, at Glastonbury Abbey in 
Somersetshire, a miraculous 
thorn tree, which at Christmas 
was supposed to exercise some 
form of benefit over the commu- 
nity, so the thorn, or holly, from 
that time on became the princi- 
pal form of green decoration 
about the house. 

The Christmas tree, one of the 
most picturesque features of 
Yuletide, had its origin with the 
Norse and Teutonic peoples, who 
during the winters used to bring 
into the house small hemlocks 
from the forest. These would be 
carefully tended to protect them 
from severe frosts and became 
the principal decoration at Yule- 
tide. 

Began in England. 

Carols, as popular today as in 
olden times, are as ancient as the 
celebration of Christmas itself.

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MORE FREE BOOKS 

Scope of Library Service Further 
Increased. 

Each year the library aims to make 
more and more of its services free to 
the community which so generously 
supports it. Up to the present time 
the principal income of the library has 
been from the rental of new books, 
and by "new books" lias been meant 
those which were published during the 
two years past and the current year. 

Each December it has been the pol- 
icy of the library to remove from this 
collection those books which were 
published in the third year back. This 
work has been done under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. E. A. Muschamp and Mrs. 
Horace Moore, and Miss Kathryn 
Aungst. 

This year, however, another policy 
has been adopted and it has been de- 
cided to include in the rental collec- 
tion, from this time on, only the books 
of one year past and the year that is 
current. This has seemed to deplete 
the new book selection quite materially 
and library assistants have been obliged 
frequentlv to explain to readers that 
books now found on the free shelves 
are of quite recent publication date.
